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INSTRUCTIONS,  &c. 


The  laft  Edition  (1 80 1 )  of  the  tr  Eules  and  Regulations  for  the  Formations,  Field  Exercife,  and  Movements  of  His 
“  Majefty’s  Forces,”  as  publithed  under  Authority  of  the  Adjutant  General,  divides  the  Examples,  which  were  before  given 
in  Eighteen  Manoeuvres,  into  Nineteen,  which  Arrangement  is  followed  in  this  Compilation ;  His  Royal  Highnefs  the 
Commander  in  Chief  has  been  lately  pleafed  to  order  that  the  Exercife  of  Volunteer  Infantry  be  in  conformity  with  a  Manual 
which  has  been  iffued  to  each  Corps;  in  which  the  Movements  regarded  effential  to  be  pradtifed  by  l'uch  Bodies  have  been 
reduced  to  Thirteen  ;  thofe  Movements  are  therefore  given  in  form  of  a  Supplement  in  this  Edition,  reference  as  to  the 
Method  in  which  they  are  to  be  performed,  being  made  to  the  Nineteen  eftablithed  Manoeuvres,  and  whenever  a  new  Move¬ 
ment  occurs,  feparate  Diredtions  are  given  for  its  Execution. 

Some  trifling  Deviations  from  the  above  named  Rules  and  Regulations  are  permitted  in  mod  Regiments ;  in  the 
following  Explanations  the  numbers  between  Parenthefes  refer  to  the  Sedtions  of  that  Work,  and  afford  a  ready  Means  of 
difcovering  where  any  alterations  have  been  introduced  ;  they  will  not  be  found  numerous,  or  very  important,  and  ar@' 
generally  in  conformity  with  the  Practice  of  the  Coldftream  Regiment  of  Guards.

The  Line  for  the  Regiment  to  form  upon,  is  previoufly  marked  by  Two  Camp  Colours,  with  a  Third  in  its 
Centre,  but  feveral  Paces  in  the  Rear;  Two  other  Colours  are  placed  in  Front  of  thofe  on  the  Flanks,  to  mark  the  Wheel¬ 
ing  Points ;  One  is  alfo  placed  about  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  Yards  in  Front,  perpendicular  with  the  Centre  of  the 
Regiment,  which  is  the  Spot  fuppofed  to  be  occupied  by  the  Reviewing  Officer.  This  is  to  be  confidered  as  the  Point  to 
work  upon,  and  to  which  all  Movements  and  Formations  are  relative. 

The  Regiment  parades  Three  deep  with  Ordered  Arms,  ftanding  at  Eafe,  and  in  Open  Column  of  Companies, 
with  the  Right  Wing  in  Front,  unlefs  ordered  to  the  contrary  by  the  Commanding  Officer.  The  Covering  Serjeants  take 
up  corredt  Diftances  for  their  Companies  on  the  Left  or  Pivot  Flank ;  the  Second  Seijeants  are  to  fee  that  the  Pivot  Men 
cover  with  exadtnefs,  in  Line  with  the  Camp  Colours,  and  that  the  Ranks  are  at  clofe  Order  and  dreffing  by  the  Left. 
They  are  alfo  to  tell  off  their  Companies  (thofe  of  the  Battalion  having  been  equalized  by  the  Serjeant  Major)  into  Subdivi- 
ffons  or  Half  Companies,  and  into  Sedlions  or  Quarter  Companies,  unlefs  from  Deficiency  of  Numbers,  the  Commanding 
Officer  (liould  order  each  Company  to  form  only  Three  Sections.  In  this  Situation,  the  Companies  are  in  charge  of  their 
refpe&ive  Covering  Serjeants,  who  take  poft  on  the  Left,  covered  by  the  Second  Serjeants,  the  Third  of  each  Company 
being  in  the  rear,  and  feeing  the  Ranks  are  well  doled  up.  The  Flugel  Man  is  advanced  Forty  Paces,  nearly  in  the  Centre 
of  the  Regiment. 

The  Pioneers  are  formed  two  deep,  under  charge  of  their  Corporal,  parallel  with  the  Companies,  but  on  their 
Right ;  their  Left-hand  Man  being  retired  Two  Paces  behind  the  Right-hand  Man  of  the  Fourth  Company. 

The  Grenadier  and  Light  Infantry  Drummers  are  on  the  Right  of  their  refpeiSi'wiisXompanies ;  thofe  of  the  Batta¬ 
lion,  with  the  Drum  and  Fife  Major,  in  Two  Divifions  on  the  Right  of  the  Second  and  Seventh  Companies.
